REPORT  BY  THE  DIRECTORS 


OF  THE 


TO  THE 

ANNUAL  GENERAL  COURT, 


JUNE  1  8  8  L 


In  laying  their  Report  before  their  constituents  last  year,  the 
Directors  referred  with  regret  to  the  financial  difficulties  which 
affected  the  Asylum.  Since  that  time  they  have  been 
endeavouring  to  devise  measures  to  provide  funds  to  relieve 
the  Institution  from  its  difficulties.  In  pursuance  of  this 
object  the  Directors  issued  to  the  public  a  printed  Statement, 
explaining  the  origin  and  objects  of  the  Institution,  and  shew¬ 
ing  that,  on  account  of  the  increase  of  the  population  in  the 
district  and  from  other  causes,  they  had  been  obliged  to  provide 
larger  and  better  accommodation  than  that  afforded  by  the  old 
Asylum,  which  had  been  done  by  erecting  a  new  House  at 
Westgreen.  Considerable  debt  had  thus  been  incurred,  which 
the  Directors  had  hoped  to  pay  off  by  the  feuing  or  sale  of  their 
old  property,  an  expectation  which  had  not  been  realised,  owing 
to  the  stagnation  in  trade  generally  and  of  the  building  trade 
in  particular,  which  had  set  in  soon  after  the  Directors  were  in 
a  position  to  realise  their  old  property.  The  Statement  con- 
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eluded  by  an  appeal  to  the  public  for  assistance.  This 
appeal  has  in  some  measure  been  responded  to,  but  not  to  the 
extent  the  Directors  hoped.  They  are  glad  to  say,  however, 
that  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  £2192  have  been  received, 
and  further  subscriptions,  amounting  to  £1550,  have  been 
promised.  In  these  circumstances  the  Directors  divided  the 
subscriptions  which  they  had  received,  pro  rata ,  among  the 
various  Contractors  for  the  new  Asylum  in  the  shape  of  a 
dividend  of  6s.  Id.  to  account  of  the  sums  due  by  them.  The 
Directors  hope  that  other  subscriptions  will  be  shortly  received, 
which  will  enable  them  to  make  a  farther  payment  to  the 
Contractors. 

The  Directors  have  also  been  endeavouring  to  realise  their 
property  at  the  old  Asylum.  With  this  view  a  feuing  plan  of 
the  ground  was  some  time  ago  prepared  by  Messrs  Edward  & 
Eobertson,  Architects,  which  was  submitted  to  and  approved  of 
by  the  Police  Commissioners ;  and  they  are  glad  to  report  that 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  ground,  consisting  of  194  poles, 
has  been  feued  at  £1  per  pole.  It  is  hoped  that  more  of  the 
ground  will  shortly  be  disposed  of. 

During  the  past  year  the  Directors  have  been  endeavouring 
to  economise  as  far  as  possible  in  the  management  of  the  new 
Asylum.  With  this  view  they  have  made  arrangements  to 
take  in  tenders  for  a  large  number  of  articles  that  were  formerly 
not  contracted  for,  with  the  result,  it  is  believed,  of  effecting  a 
considerable  saving  to  the  Institution.  At  Martinmas  last  they 
also  dispensed  with  the  services  of  the  Joiner  and  Storekeeper, 
and  after  advertising  for  applicants  they  appointed  Peter 
MfLaren  as  Storekeeper,  and  they  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  he  discharges  his  duties  satisfactorily. 
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Four  cows  have  recently  been  purchased  by  the  Directors, 
and  they  contemplate  the  purchase  of  others.  A  considerable 
saving  in  the  expense  of  milk  will,  it  is  thought,  be  thus 
effected. 

A  new  system  of  book-keeping  has  also  been  introduced, 
which  will,  it  is  believed,  tend  to  the  more  efficient  working  of 
the  Institution. 

Dr.  Benham  resigned  his  appointment  as  Medical  Assistant 
in  July  last,  and  Dr.  John  Baker  was  appointed  his  successor.

The  Medical  Superintendent’s  Report  shews  that  on  the 
18th  of  June  last  there  were  340  Patients  in  the  Asylum,  134 
males  and  206  females,  while  at  present  there  are  370,  that 
number  being  made  up  of  141  males  and  229  females;  150 
Patients  having  been  admitted  during  the  year,  46  having- 
recovered,  31  having  died,  25  having  been  removed  to  the 
Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses,  12  to  other  Asylums,  2  by  friends, 
3  escaped,  1  removed  by  Minute  of  Parochial  Board,  and  1  by 
expiration  of  Emergency  Certificate. 

The  Directors  have  again  to  state  that  they  are  satisfied 
with  the  manner  in  which  the  various  officials  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  perform  their  duties.

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The  following  twenty-six  parishes,  the  parishioners  of  which  have 
contributed  £20  or  more  to  the  funds  of  the  Asylum,  are  entitled  to 
have  their  pauper  patients  admitted  into  the  lowest  class,  and  are 
accordingly  charged  the  lowest  rate  of  Board  ;  but  no  other  parish,  since 
1823,  can  claim  the  privilege.  The  parish  of  St.  Andrews  was  privileged 
in  1837,  and  the  parish  of  Kingsbarns  in  1852,  to  have  each  one  patient 
only  in  the  Asylum  at  the  lowest  rate  of  board.

The  Secretary  read  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Grant  moved  that  the  Report  now  read  be  adopted  as 
the  Sixty-fourth  Report  of  the  Institution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Dr.  Rorie  read  the  Medical  Report. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors,  the 
Medical  Report,  and  the  Abstract  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  for 
the  past  year,  be  circulated  as  usual. 
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MEDICAL  REPO  R  T.

On  the  18th  June  1883,  the  date  of  last  Annual  Meeting, 
the  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  Asylum  was  134  males 
and  206  females  ;  total,  340.  Of  these,  55,  namely,  22  males 
and  33  females,  were  private  patients,  and  285,  namely  112 
males  and  173  females,  were  paupers. 

150  have  since  been  admitted,  of  whom  57  were  males  and 
93  females.  14  of  these  were  private  cases,  that  is,  patients 
the  expense  of  whose  maintenance  was  defrayed  by  their 
relatives  or  friends  ;  and  136  were  pauper  patients,  sent  in  by, 
or  afterwards  found  chargeable  to,  the  following  parishes — 
Dundee,  Monifieth,  Mains  and  Strathmartine,  Kettins,  Kirrie¬ 
muir,  Auchterhouse,  Cupar  Fife,  Kirkcaldy,  Leuchars,  Errol, 
Alyth,  Aberdeen,  Marykirk,  Insch,  Edinburgh. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  has  therefore  been  490, 
being  25  in  excess  of  last  year. 

Of  these,  46  have  been  discharged  recovered,  namely,  18 
males  and  28  females,  5  being  private  and  41  being  pauper 
cases ;  7  males  and  5  females  were  transferred  to  other 
Asylums,  being  chiefly  pauper  patients  chargeable  to  parishes 
beyond  this  district ;  1  female  pauper  was  removed  from  the 
Asylum  by  Minute  of  the  Dundee  Parochial  Board  ;  8  males 
and  17  females  were  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poor- 
houses  ;  2  female  private  patients  were  removed  home  by  their 
friends ;  1  patient  was  discharged  in  consequence  of  expiration 
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of  Emergency  Certificate ;  and  3  male  paupers  effected  their 
escape. 

31  patients  have  died,  of  whom  16  were  males  and  15 
females. 

There  remain  therefore  at  the  present  date  141  males  and 
229  females;  total,  370. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries,  calculated  on  the  number 
admitted,  is  consequently  30'6 ;  while  that  of  the  deaths, 
calculated  on  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  is  6 '01. 

54  of  the  patients  admitted  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
monomania  ;  30  from  dementia  ;  26  from  acute  mania ;  15  from 
melancholia  ;  11  from  chronic  mania  ;  6  from  epileptic  mania  ; 
3  from  puerperal  mania ;  2  from  mania  k  potu ;  2  from  general 
paralysis  ;  and  1  from  idiocy. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  patients  on  admission  still 
continues  to  be  of  the  same  unfavourable  character,  to  which  we 
have  so  often  directed  attention.  They  were  entered  on  the 
Registers  as  follows  : —

Of  the  patients  admitted,  18  were  received  from  the  Police 
Office,  3  from  the  Infirmary,  3  from  other  Asylums,  and  18  from 
the  Dundee  Poorhouses.  Of  the  last,  8  were  retransfers  from 
the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Establishments,  being  cases  which 
had  become  unsuitable  for  detention  in  these  Wards. 

Several  of  the  patients  admitted  were  well  advanced  in 
years,  two  being  over  60 ;  one  over  62  ;  one  over  63 ;  two  over 
66 ;  one  over  69  ;  and  two  over  71  years  of  age. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  recovered,  6  had  been  under 
treatment  for  periods  varying  from  1  to  3  months  ;  17  under  6 
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months  ;  3  under  1  year ;  6  under  2  years  ;  4  under  3  years  ; 
1  under  5  years ;  and  1  under  9  years. 

The  system  of  allowing  convalescent  patients  to  leave  the 
Asylum  on  28  days’  trial  before  finally  removing  their  names 
from  the  Eegisters  has  again  been  freely  adopted,  and  with 
benefit. 

As  already  stated,  the  entries  in  the  obituary  register  amount 
to  31  in  all.  Of  these,  16  refer  to  male  and  15  to  female 
patients.  In  8  cases  death  resulted  from  paralysis  ;  in  3  from 
phthisis  ;  in  3  from  general  paralysis ;  in  3  from  marasmus ; 
in  2  from  pneumonia ;  in  2  from  heart  disease ;  in  2  from 
apoplexy  ;  and  in  eight  cases,  erysipelas,  epilepsy,  haemoptysis 
and  epilepsy,  cancer  of  liver,  pleurisy,  acute  enteritis,  exhaus¬ 
tion  and  gangrene,  with  rupture  of  the  bowel,  were  severally 
the  causes  of  the  fatal  results.  Post-mortem  examinations 
were  made  in  all  cases  where  the  consent  of  friends  and 
relatives  could  be  obtained. 

Reference  to  the  accompanying  Tables  will  show  that,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  occasional  relief  afforded  by  the  Lunatic 
Wards  of  the  Dundee  Poorliouses,  and  the  transference  of  all 
patients  found  chargeable  to  parishes  beyond  Forfarshire,  the 
number  of  inmates  has  been  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing. 
Thus,  while  in  1872  the  average  numbers  resident  were  91 
males  and  87  females,  total  178,  the  average  numbers  resident 
for  the  past  year  has  been  131 '47  males  and  2 07 ‘84  females, 
total  33 9 ‘31.  It  will  be  seen  also  that  the  increase  has  been 
chiefly  on  the  female  side  of  the  house.  It  is  difficult  to 
account  for  this  excess  of  female  over  male  admissions  ;  but  it 
would  seem  that  the  cause,  whatever  it  may  be,  has  been  per¬ 
sistently  operative  since  1869,  and  has  been  specially  remark¬ 
able  during  the  last  eight  years,  368  male  patients  having  been 
received  as  against  647  females  during  that  period.  One  result 
of  this  is  that,  notwithstanding  every  effort  made  to  utilize  all 
available  accommodation,  and  even  by  dividing  the  amusement 


hall  and  converting  half  of  it  into  a  dormitory,  we  will  soon 
be  obliged  to  refuse  admission  to  all  female  pauper  patients, 
unless  when  a  vacancy  occurs  through  a  death,  discharge,  or 
removal. 

The  improvements  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Beport  have 
now  made  satisfactory  progress.  From  four  to  live  male 
patients,  under  the  direction  of  the  male  head  attendant,  have 
been  almost  constantly  employed  in  oil-painting  and  stencilling 
the  day-rooms,  corridors,  and  dormitories  on  both  sides  of  the 
house.  This  portion  of  the  work  is  thus  well  advanced,  and 
adds  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  and  general  cheerful¬ 
ness  of  the  rooms.  The  terrace  in  front  of  the  building  has 
been  carefully  levelled  and  sown  in  grass,  and  altogether  the 
grounds  and  roads  about  the  Asylum  have  been  very  much 
improved. 

We  have  been  much  indebted,  and  take  this  opportunity  of 
returning  thanks,  to  Messrs  Stewart  &  Sons  and  Messrs 
Laird  &  Sinclair  for  their  handsome  donation  of  trees  to  the 
Institution.  These  have  been  planted  on  both  sides  of  the 
principal  thoroughfares,  and  add  much  to  the  amenity  of  the 
place. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  four  cows  have  been  purchased, 
and  will  prove,  not  only  a  valuable  addition  to  the  farm  stock, 
but  a  source  of  direct  profit  to  the  Institution  in  supplying 
milk  for  the  inmates. 

A  great  loss  of  heat  having  been  experienced  in  connection 
with  the  steam-boiler  and  hot-water  cistern,  these  have  been 
thoroughly  covered,  along  with  the  principal  steam  pipes,  with 
cement,  and  the  composition  employed  seems  to  answer  the 
purpose  well. 

Although  considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  much  still  requires  to  be  done  before  the 
Institution  can  be  considered  as  in  a  satisfactory  state ;  and  I 
would  therefore  respectfully  suggest,  as  matters  deserving  early 


and  serious  consideration — (1)  the  revision  of  the  Rules  and 
Bye-Laws,  which  have  now  in  a  great  measure  become  unsuited 
for  the  proper  administration  of  the  Establishment ;  (2)  cover¬ 
ing  in  the  water  cisterns  with  attached  belfry ;  (3)  erection  of 
lightning  conductors ;  (4)  the  introduction  of  a  few  new  bed¬ 
steads  and  other  articles  of  furniture,  especially  on  the  female 
side  of  the  house,  and  of  a  few  suitable  garden  seats  for  the 
grounds  ;  (5)  the  provision  of  a  force-pump  for  injecting  water 
into  the  steam-boiler ;  and  (6)  covering  the  principal  corridors 
on  ground  floor  with  linoleum.  If  the  Institution  could  also 
be  put  easily  in  telephonic  communication  with  the  town,  it 
would  prove  an  immense  advantage,  not  only  in  assisting  the 
general  economy  of  the  Establishment,  but  also  eminently 
useful  in  the  event  of  the  occurrence  of  any  serious  accidents. 

The  amusements  and  entertainments  shared  in  by  the 
patients  being  very  similar  to  those  which  have  been  frequently 
so  referred  to  in  former  Reports,  need  not  be  specially  noticed. 
It  will  be  sufficient  on  the  present  occasion  merely  to  mention 
that  during  the  winter  months  the  fortnightly  dancing  and 
musical  parties  were  regularly  held,  varied,  as  for  some  years 
past  has  now  been  the  custom,  at  Christmas  by  a  private 
theatrical  entertainment  and  a  musical  and  instrumental  per¬ 
formance  by  the  Christy  Minstrels,  composed  principally  of  the 
officers  and  patients  in  the  Asylum.  The  play  chosen  on  this 
occasion  was  “  The  Area  Belle.”  Both  performances  were  very 
successful,  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  the 
patients,  of  whom  about  200  were  present. 

Football,  lawn- tennis,  and  cricket  have  been  also  added  to 
our  list  of  out-door  amusements,  and  have  contributed  in  no 
small  degree  to  the  contentment  and  welfare  of  the  inmates. 

In  last  year’s  Report  it  was  stated  that  Dr.  Benham,  the 
former  Medical  Assistant,  had  been  appointed  to  a  similar 
situation  in  England.  Dr.  John  Baker  was  appointed  to  the 
vacant  office,  and  it  is  only  right  to  state  that  he  has  shewn 
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much  zeal,  assiduity,  and  ability  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
To  the  other  officers  and  to  the  attendants  and  servants  of  the 
Institution  my  thanks  are  also  due  for  their  support  and  co¬ 
operation. 

I  have  only  to  add  in  conclusion  that  several  new  Tables 
will  be  found  appended  to  the  Report,  giving  a  more  detailed 
account  of  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum  than  has  hitherto  been 
considered  necessary  to  lay  before  the  public.  These  will  be 
found  to  include  a  statement  of  the  cropping  and  estimated 
value  of  the  produce  of  the  farm  since  1881,  when  the  Asylum 
entered  on  possession ;  an  account  of  the  quantities  of  vege¬ 
tables  supplied  to  the  Institution  from  the  kitchen  garden ;  a 
comparative  statement  of  the  quantities  of  the  principal 
articles  of  provisions  consumed  in  the  House  during  the  six 
months  ending  31st  October  1883  and  31st  March  1884 ;  a 
table  of  the  number  of  officers,  servants,  and  attendants 
employed  in  connection  with  the  Institution,  and  amount  of 
salaries  and  wages  paid  to  them ;  and  various  other  particulars 
considered  likely  to  prove  of  interest.

When  a  patient  is  admitted,  one  Quarter’s  Board  and  the  Physician’s  Fee, 
as  fixed  by  the  Directors,  shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  and  afterwards  in  advance  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the  1st 
day  of  January,  the  1st  of  April,  the  1st  of  July,  and  the  1st  of  October. 
No  part  of  any  payment  in  advance,  except  in  the  cases  of  paupers,  shall  be 
returned,  except  in  special  cases  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Weekly  Committee  ; 
and  if  any  patients  who  have  been  removed  shall  return  to  the  Asylum,  they 
shall  be  admitted  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  never  been  in  the 
Asylum,  and  pay  accordingly.  If  not  removed  within  a  year,  the  above  fees 
to  be  repeated  annually  at  the  date  of  admission,  as  long  as  the  patient 
remains  in  the  House. 

No  Fees  are  paid  for  Paupers. 

The  Patient  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done  in  the  House.
